LONDON (UPI) — The Soviet 
Union blasted the United Nations 
today as a tool in the hands of 
the United States and as an or* 
ganization that merely 
record* 
passive events. 
The slashing attack strength­ 
ened Western fears the cold war 
had entered

phase with the iron-fisted tactics 
of the late Josef Stalin taking 
over again in international diplo­ 
macy.
